FOR TRAINING IN 1925 


War Department Gives Plans 
For Regulars, Guard, O. R. 
And C. M. T. C. 


USE WORLD WAR LESSONS 


HE War Department has issued instruc- 

tions for training the Regular Army, 
National Guard, Organized Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps, and the members of 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps during 
the training year 1925. ‘These instructions 
are contained in a training directive and 
in General Order No. 35, Notes on Train- 


ng. 

The former has been issued to the higher 
commanders. It prescribes for the corps 
areas the results only that are to be at- 
tained. It gives some general instructions 
on the preparation of training plans, allow- 
ing each corps area commander to attain his 
training objective in accordance with local 
conditions. ‘Training is thus decentralized 
geographically. The notes on training are 
issued to the service at large and go into 
such necessary details as will assist com- 
manding officers of all grades in planning 
the training of their units. All training 
is based on the requirements of the War 
Department’s General Mobilization Plan. 

The methods for organizing the year’s 
training are. gone into in considerable de- 
tail. Camp commanders are to be desig- 
nated early in the year, so that the esti- 
mates for personnel and supplies and the 
plans for training may be submitted by 
March 1, 1925. The schedules for the train- 
ing camps are to be completed two months 
before the camps start and the set-up of 
each camp will be tried out before the citi- 
zen trainees arrive. 


TO REDUCE OVERHEAD 


Various methods of training are present- 
ed, so as to reduce the operating overhead 
of the camps and train the citizen com- 
ponents without the necessity of utilizing 
the entire Regular Army. Specific mis- 
sions are to be prescribed for each unit 
and training is to be so planned that those 
Regular Army units that will carry the 
training camps will not spend more than 
three months in camp, two months of which 
will be taken up in instruction duties. 

Training is to specialize on the develop- 
ment of leadership, combat training in the 
smaller units and in the application in the 
field of the principles learned in the bat- 
tles of the World War. ‘This training for 
both Regular Army and National Guard 
is to be checked up and tested by inspec- 
tions, so as to get all officers to thinking of 
battle methods and not merely according to 
the methods of the drill manuals. 

_ The National Guard is to plan its train- 
ing during the armory period so as not to 
duplicate its work during camp. 

All units are urged to start a year-round 
recruiting plan, so that companies will se- 
eure two or three recruits per month and 
thus not come to camp filled up with re- 
eruits to such an extent that training as 
a combat unit is impossible. The comple- 
tion of preliminary rifle practice before ar- 
rival at camp, instruction of cooks and 
mess sergeants, and the limitation of purely 
military instruction at camp to six hours 
daily are among other subjects brought out. 
. The training of the Organized Reserves 
is placed on a stable basis. A new, more 
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THROTTLE NAVY PROBE TO HIDE 
TRUTH CONCERNING U.S. FLEET 





Try To Conceal Deterioration Caused By 
Making American Navy Catspaw for 
Arms Treaty Terms 





BotTH at the Capitol and at the Navy 

Department the Administration took 
steps, on December 16, to throttle the Navy 
and suppress the truth as to the deterio- 
rating conditions of the Fleet. 

At the Capitol, the Administration lead- 
ers, supported by the pacifists in the Demo- 
cratic party, stopped, temporarily at least, 
proposals to investigate the Navy in the 
Senate Committee on Naval Affairs and in 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs. 

At the Navy Department orders were 
issued for a Court of Inquiry to sit behind 
closed doors and investigate the manner in 
which letters published by W. B. Shearer 
were made public. 

Observers declare that the hand of the 
Administration is being guided by the al- 
leged statesmen who sacrificed United States 
sea supremacy at the Arms Conference. A 
spokesman of the White House declares 
that the President was determined to bring 
to a close any discussion of the compara- 
tive strength of the Navy. According to 
this source of information, the President 
is of the opinion that any effort of this 
country to bring the auxiliaries of the 
Navy, including cruisers and submarines, 
up to a parity with those of Great Britain 
would amount to the starting of competi- 
tive naval construction. 

For this reason the President sent word 
to the Capitol that he did not desire an 
investigation of the Navy, either by the 
Senate or the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs. Senator King, Democrat, from 
Utah, who introduced a resolution for the 
investigation of the Navy, sided with the 
Administration leaders. They were op- 
posed to any investigation on account of 
the attitude of President Coolidge. It is 
not believed that any progress will be made 
in the Senate committee on an investiga- 
tion. The President appears to have 
squeleched the investigation in the Senate. 

He is not meeting with such unqualified 
sucaess on the House side. As was stated 
in these columns, an agreement was reached 
in the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
by which the charge that the Navy had 
fallen below its Treaty strength was to be 
thoroughly investigated. When Mr. Brit- 
ten’s resolution came up in the committee 
Secretary Wilbur was present. He stated 
that there would be no need for passing 
the resolution, as he and the officers at the 
Navy Department would be willing to come 
before the committee at any time. There 
were no objections in the committee to Mr. 
Britten’s proposal. An agreement was 
reached for the hearings, 


INVESTIGATION POSTPONED 

On the date fixed for the hearing, De- 
cember 16, the Secretary and the Chief of 
Naval Operations were prepared to go to 
the Capitol with documents for the hear- 
ing. On the previous evening it developed 
that some of the members of the House 
Committee were called to the White House. 
Before the hour set for the hearing the 
committee went into executive session. It 
proved to be a stormy one. Two messages 
were sent to the Navy Department. The 
first one was that the committee would not 
be ready for the Secretary at the ap- 
pointed hour, but to hold himself in readi- 
ness to come to the White House a little 


later. The next message was that the in- 
vesigation had been postponed. 

When the meeting adjourned, Chairman 
Butler and the other members of the com- 
mittee were rather noncommittal. Chair- 
man Butler said that the committee had 
adjourned until December 30, and in the 
meantime its members would study a state- 
ment that has been submitted by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy and other information 
that would be sent to the committee from 
the Navy Department. 

It is stated that the committee did not 
take any action, but simply adjourned. This 
action was taken over the protest of Mr. 
Britten, the ranking Republican member 
of the committee. It is understood that 
Mr. Britten insisted that the committee was 
adjourning contrary to the agreement which 
had been reached last week. Mr. Britten 
immediately prepared a resolution which 
will call upon the Secretary of the Navy 
to submit a building program for 10 years 
which will keep the Navy up to its Treaty 
strength. 

The resolution calls for the General 
Board’s recommendation on the subject. 
Mr. Britten will urge that Congress give 
the Navy a regular building program like 
that of 1916, excepting that it shall fit in 
to the Army’s conference agreement. 

This resolution, it is believed, will open 
up the entire question. As a result, the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs will 
probably proceed with its investigation as 
originally planned. The efforts to suppress 
truth as to the condition of the Navy will 
not prove successful as far as the House is 
concerned, according to report. 


INQUIRY TO SUPPRESS OFFICERS 

The court of inquiry ordered by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy was intended to sup- 
press discussion by Naval officers of the 
conditions of the Fleet, it was learned. 
The board is to consist of Capts. O. P. 
Jackson, A. M. Proctor and G. L. P. Stone, 
and Lt. Comdr. 8S. 8. Lewis. The court is 
to meet at New York and ascertain the 
facts arising out of the alleged secret in- 
formation which was published in letters 
over the name of W. B. Shearer. 

In making the announcement that the 
board had been appointed, the Secretary 
was not very definite as to just what the 
purpose of appointing the board was. He 
said that it was known that Capt. H. W. 
Osterhaus wrote one of the letters in ques- 
tion to Capt. R. L. Berry, in charge of the 
recruiting bureau at New York city. 

The letter referred to a war game at the 
Naval War College, in which it was demon- 
strated that the British Fleet at. its pres- 
ent strength could defeat the American 
Fleet. It is also stated that a letter in 
which the statement was made that enlisted 
men of the American Fleet had been on the 
British Fleet is involved. : 

The Secretary stated that he was in- 
formed that Captain Osterhaus wrote the 
letter and that Captain Berry permitted 
it to be published with the name of the 
writer and receiver deleted. The only pur- 
pose. of holding the Court of Inquiry was 
to have these facts on record. 

The Court of Inquiry is to be under para- 
graph 113. Navy Regulations, the reading

JAPAN IS PRAISED AT 
NAVAL BILL PASSAGE 


Chairman French Takes Issue 
With Navy Department 
And Others 


ADMITS ESTIMATE SLASH 


‘THE passage of the Naval Appropriation 
Bill (H. R. 10724), on December 18, 
was attended with a great pro-Japanese 
outburst. It came from the Secretary of 
State, from a cable sent from Japan, a 
speech by Chairman French of the sub- 
committee on appropriations and Repre- 
sentative Blanton of Texas. Representa- 
tive Johnson of Washington also joined by 
protesting against a resolution, introduced 
by Representative Britten, asking for a 
conference of the white races on the Pacific. 
No figures or data of a reduction in the 
strength of the Japanese Navy were sub- 
mitted in all of the discussion. Benes: 
sentative Blanton quoted a cable in which 
it was stated that the army budget of 
Japan would result in the discharge of 
14,000 officers from the Japanese Army and 
the demobilization of two divisions. This 
is an old story, having been sent out of 
Tokyo a number of times, but it served 
the purpose of a speech of some 10 minutes 
in which Blanton sought to convey the 
idea that Japan was disarming and that 
Congress should. not appropriate for the 
maintenance of a Treaty Navy. 

Chairman French made an amity 
speech. He closed by wishing Japan a pros- 
perous future and expressed the hope that 
the present cordial relations between 
United States and Japan would continue. 


' ATTEMPTS COUNTER-OFFENSIVE 


Chairman French also attempted a 
counter - offensive in reporting out the 
Navy Appropriation Bill on 12. 
He took issue with the Navy Department, 
with what he termed as “self-styled ex- 
perts” and others who cannot possibl 
in a position to speak authoritati 
Chairman French apparently assumed that 
even the Navy Department is not in po: 
sition “to speak authoritatively,” as he 
not agree with it in the statement that our 
treaty ratio has fallen below 5-5-3 to 5-4-3. 

Commenting on the amounts carried b: 
o bill as reported, Chairman French 
sald: 

“The Navy estimates as presented in 
the budget are devoid of any items of an 
unusual character, with ‘the possible ex- 
ception of a smaller allowance for the Ma- 
rine Corps, the effect of which would be to 
reduce the enlisted strength of that arm 
of the Service from an average of 19,500 
to 18,000 men. The estimates provide for 
the same number of enlisted men in the 
Navy (86,000), an officer personnel 
to the extent of the net gain from ‘the next 
graduating class of midshipmen, and for 
maintaining and operating practically the 
present number of vessels in active com- 
mission. Pa

which would entail larger purchases and 
consequently larger appropriations. Im- 
pelled by these factors the budget estimates 
exceed the amount of direct appropria- 
tions carried in the current appropriation 
act by $12,218,861, of which $10,210,000 
is under ‘Provisions, Navy,’ or an increase 
for all other objects, excluding ‘Increase of 
the Navy,’ of $3,014,861. That there would 
be a substantial increase under ‘Provisions, 
Navy,’ was indicated a year ago, when @ 
change was inaugurated in the method of 
financing transctions under this head, mak- 
ing possible an unusually small appropria- 
tion for the current fiscal year.” 

In defense of Congress for its cut in the 
Naval Appropriations for the past three 
years, Chairman French said: ‘ 

“Much is heard of the Navy’s relative 
standing with respect to the navies of 
Great Britain and Japan. Self-styled ex- 

erts and others who cannot possibly be 
in a position to speak authoritatively, 
seemingly, with little difficulty, get into the 
public prints with articles depicting us as 
retrograding in varying degree, and the ef- 
fect has been to create quite generally the 
impression that our naval prestige is rap- 
idly waning. The committee does not feel 
that the country need be alarmed. 

“The 5-5-3, or treaty ratio, as to tonnage 
and numbers, applies exclusively to capital 
ships and to aircraft carriers of more than 
10,000 tons displacement. With the pos- 
sible exception of the Florida, no one can 
say that as to capital ships the 5-5-3 does 
not prevail. The a. Department re- 
ported to the House of Representatives on 

ay 21, last, that our treaty ratio had 
fallen from 5-5-3 to 5-4-3 because of the 
impaired condition of the boilers on_cer- 
tain of our older battleships, a condition 
which since has been remedied on all but 
the Florida, and the money has been avail- 
able right along for placing the Florida in 
condition to go into the battle line. It has 
not been spent because the department felt 
that it would be a waste of money if later 
the vessel was converted from a coal to 
an oil burner. When the Navy Department 
announced that our treaty ratio had fallen 
to 5-4-3, for the reason indicated, it had to 
assume, and assume only, that the capital 
ships of the other powers were wholly fit in 
all respects, whereas it is only possible to 
auge relative conditions where there is a 
Ses interchange of information.” 


SCORES ANNAPOLIS RECOMMENDATIONS 


Chairman French criticized the Navy 
Department for its liberality in accepting 
ooslgnatiena of the junior officers of the 
Navy, in discussing the personnel ques- 
tions of the Navy. He also takes issue 
with the Secretary’s recommendations for 
an increase in the number of appointments 
to Annapolis from three to four. 

He declares that what is needed is ex- 
erienced men in the Navy rather than an 
nerease in the number of officers in the 
lower grade. He calls attention that the 
bill reported makes provision for an_in- 
crease in the number of line officers. Un- 
der the head of personnel he has the fol- 
lowing to say: 

“The bill makes provision for 4895 offi- 
cers of the line on the active list, contrasted 
with 4732 as of September 30, 1924, and 
for a total, line and staff, of 6895, as 
against 6682 on September 30, 1924. The 
authorized officer strength of the line of 
the Navy is 5499. . 

“The department is continuing to exer- 
cise a liberal policy with respect to resig- 
nations in the face of the fact that wit 
the reduced number of appointments to 
the Naval Academy such a course will ren- 
der it almost impossible to realize the full 
authorized number. The thought seems to 
be that when an officer signifies his desire 
to leave the Service his value to the Navy 
eeases and he is quite apt to become a bad 
influence. The chief reason advanced for 
a greater number wishing te leave is poor 
sonepes ef promotion, due to the dispro- 
portionate number of officers in the lower 
grades and to the existence of a ‘hump’ 

in the several hundred tem- 
rary officers who were permanently com- 
missioned, many of whom, if not selected 
for promotion, may not be retired under 
the regular age in grade provision by reason 
of special dispensation in the law authoriz- 
ing their permanent commissions. The

In giving his reason for accepting the 
budget’s estimates, which will compel the 
reduction in the number of enlisted men 
in the Marine Corps from 19,500 to 18,000, 
Chairman French said: 


“The withdrawal of the Marine force, 
numbering 1778 men, from Santo Domingo, 
where they had seen service over a period 
of about eight years, prompted the reduc 
tion proposed in the budget. To the ex 
tent that savings may be effected under any 
of the appropriation heads for the corps, 
without a resultant impairment of efficien- 
cy and without indulging in practices 
which would occasion larger appropria- 
tions in the next or succeeding fiscal years, 
it may be possible with the funds proposed 
to keep the strength somewhat above 18, 
000. Under the bill as drawn, however, 
that would be an administrative matter. 


ADMITS RUTHLESS CUT 


After admitting that the ruthless cutting 
of appropriations for public works had 
resulted in “more than a normal amount 
of disrepair,” he declared that it was not 
entirely without compensation, since it has 
served to have the funds available applied 
to the best advantage.

comprehensive and progressive system is 
put into effect. The reserves are to be given 
unit training so as to insure the organiza- 
tion and functioning of regiments and 
smaller units and the production of homo- 
geneous teams commanded, led and admiris- 
tered by their respective commanders and 
staffs. Different methods of training will 
be used to attain this end. For actual 
command and practical battle training, re- 
serve units will be associated with Regular 
Army units not only during summer camps 
but throughout the year in garrison and on 
the march to and from camps. For actual 
command and practical mobilization train- 
ing reserve units will be trained at Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps. For command 
ind practical training of the unit cadres, 
organized reserve units will be trained at 
general or local unit camps. These methods 


will be used during fifteen-day periods of 
active-duty training scheduled at such times 
as will be most convenient for the majority 
of the members of each reserve unit. A 


roster of unit training will be kept so that 

on successive years the reserve units may 

utilize different methods of training. 
Training on inactive-duty status will be 


kept up by correspondence schools, unit 
schools at home stations, visits to Regular 
Army stations, conferences and_ terrain 


exercises so as to prepare the unit for its 
coming active duty training tour. 

Units and individuals will be selected 
avd ordered through military channels to 
active-duty training. At least four months 
advance notice will be given. If urgent 
reasons exist that will make compliance 
with the order a personal hardship to any 
reserve officer, exemption may be obtained 
by applying through the officers’ regimental 
commander to corps area headquarters. 

In the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, 
senior basic camps for Air Service units 
are authorized in addition to the camps 
held this year. Members of junior units 
may attend senior basic camps after com- 
pleting two years’ military training at 
their schools. 

In training the C.M.T.C., new and more 
interesting methods of instruction in citi- 
zenship and physical development will be 
put into effect. All Regular Army officers 
are required to prepare themselves for im- 
parting instruction in citizenship, which 
will be featured as the most important part 
of the training. White and Blue candi- 
dates will be utilized in the training and 
administration of the student organizations. 
In addition to the large central camps, 
numerous small camps will be held at Regu- 
lar Army posts so as to cut down the cost 
of transportation. 

Throughout those training plans the 
War Department’s efforts to effect econo- 
mies in personnel, supplies and transpor- 
tation are very much in evidence. 
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NO RELIEF LEGISLATION 
FOR ARMY W.O. EXPECTED 


\)OT much hope is held out for the enact- 
*" ment of any relief legislation for war- 
rant officers of the Army during the pres- 
ent short session of Congress. As of De- 
ember 13, 1924, War Department official 
documents reported that there were on 
tctive duty with the Regular Bstablish- 
nent 893 so-called straight warrant officers, 
9 warrant officers on duty with the Army 
ine-Planter Service and 96 band-leaders, 
a total of 1028. 
_This means that sinee the enactment of 
he Act of June 30, 1922, which decreed 
that no more appointments of warrant 
ificers would be made until the number 
wlding this rank at this time (approxi- 
nately 1200) had been reduced to 600 by 
‘signations, retirements or deaths, only 
li2 men of this class have been separated 
fom the Service since the passage of this 
W in 1922. In terms of percentage, 
thout 68 warrant officers have been sepa- 
tated from the active list of the Army per 
year since this prohibitory legislation was 
¥ritten on the statute books. 


The discriminating part of this Act was 
the provision which severed from the ac- 
tive rolls of the Army 35 warrant officers 
on duty with the Army Mine-Planter Ser- 
vice, a great majority of whom were men 
having over 15 and 20 years’ service to 
their credit. In reducing the number of 
warrant officers from 75 to 40, the 35 sur- 
plus men were given their discharge from 
the Service. A number of remedial mea- 
sures have been introduced in Congress 
since the passage of the above Act referred 
to, which provided for the relief of those 
discharged, but up to the present time this 
has been given little consideration by Con- 
gress, and it is not expected that any re- 
lief legislation will be passed by Congress 
during the present short session. 
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ARMY BUILDING PROGRAM 
FOR SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


‘THERE have been a number of confer- 

ences between the members of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs and the 
House Committee on Military Affairs with 
the view of early consideration of the War 
Department’s construction program for 
barracks and quarters. 

As previously announced, the entire mat- 
ter is to be left in the hands of a special 
joint sub-committee which will work out 
the details of the bill. After the joint sub- 
committee has reached an agreement the 
report will be referred back to the Senate 
and House committee. Then it is expected 
that both committees will take prompt ac- 
tion in reporting out the bill. 

The advantage of this manner of hand- 
ling the proposition is that the work that 
is usually done in the joint conference 
committee will be taken care of in the 
special joint committee. Unless there 
should be some important amendment on 
the floor of the Senate and the House, the 
bill will go promptly to the President after 
it is adopted by both Houses. 

At a meeting of the House committee 
the following members of the joint sub- 
committee were selected: Representatives 
W. Frank James of Michigan, John Philip 
Hill. of Maryland, Harry W. Wurzbuch of 
Texas, William C. Wright of Georgia and 
John J. McSwain of South Carolina. 


CHAIRMAN KAHN DIES OF 
HEART ATTACK IN WEST 


EPRESENTATIVE JULIUS KAHN 

of California, chairman of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, died at his 
home in San Francisco on December 18. 
Mr. Kahn attempted to keep up his work 
at the head of the military committee dur- 
ing his illness. He has been practically an 
invalid for over two years, and his death 
came through a heart attack when he was 
planning to start for Washington again. 
He was 63 years old, and is survived by a 
widow and two sons. 

Mr. Kahn’s efforts were not confined to 
the advocacy of Army measures, but he 
was always a staunch supporter of the 
Navy. His views were broad on the ques- 
tion of national defense and included all 
forms of preparedness as well as Army and 
Navy legislation. ’ 

Characteristic of Mr. Kahn’s career in 
Congress was his fight for the Democratic 
administration’s recommendation during the 
war. He pleaded with hia fellow Repub- 
licans to forget partisanship during the 
crisis and was successful, with the as- 
sistance of a number of other big Repub- 
licans. ' 

Representative McKenzie, who has been 
acting chairman during Mr, Kahn’s illness 
and worked with him throughout the war, 
will continue as chairman of the commit- 
tee during the balance of the session. Mr. 
Kahn’s colleagues on the committee met on 
December 19 and passed resolutions ex- 
pressing their appreciation of the great 
work of Mr. Kahn as head of the committee, 

Representative Curry of California, upon 
being advised of Mr. Kahn’s death, pro- 
posed a resolution under which Congress 
adjourned immediately out of respect to 
its deceased member. committee of 
Congress will be appointed to attend the 
funeral at San Francisco. 


APPROVE PITTSBURGH ITINERARY 


APPROVAL has just been given by the 
Navv Department of the itinerary for 
the U.S.S. Pittsburgh. She will sail from 
Villefranche on January 15 and will ar- 
rive at the following ports on the dates 
indicated: Marseille, January 16; vicinity 
of Tunis, January 22 to March 4; Palermo, 
March 7; Naples, March 13; Leghorn, 
March 24, and Genoa, April 3. Between 
January 22 and March 4, when the Pitts- 
burgh is in the vicinity of Tunis, she will 
engage in target practice. 











W. D. PUBLISHES 1924 
INCOME TAX CIRCULAR 


Deals With Every Type Of 
Allowance And Personal 
Exemption 


COVERS ONLY ARMY PAY 


PUBLICATION has just been made by 

the War Department of Circular No. 
75, W. D., December 5, 1924, pertaining 
to income tax for the calendar year 1924. 
This circular is substituted for Circular 
No. 10 and Section II, Circular No. 87, 
War Department, 1923, both of which have 
been rescinded. 

These regulations do not cover income 
other than pay and allowances received 
from the United States Government. 
Where the individual has income in ad- 
dition to pay and allowances from the 
United States Government, he should con- 
sult the general instructions appearing on 
the return as well as the regulations is- 
sued by the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 

In the case of an individual the term 
“net income” means the gross income less 
the allowable deductions. The following 
items of income from Army sources should 
be included in the personal return in re- 
porting income, in addition to incomes 
from other sources: 

(a) Pay, both base and increase for 
length of service. (There should be in- 
cluded in this item any deductions from 
pay on account of amounts due the Gov- 
ernment.) (b) Increase of pay because of 
aviation. (c) Pay as aide. (d) pay for 
mounts, (e) Mileage. (The entire amount 
received as mileage should be reported in 
gross income on this return and the actual 
necessary traveling expenses, such as fares, 
meals, lodging; cab-hire, ete., should be de- 
ducted.) (f) Per diem allowance in lieu 
of subsistence. (To be treated the same 
as mileage.) (g) Travel pay to discharged 
officers and enlisted men. (Travel pay 
should be treated in the same manner as 
mileage. ) 


QUARTERS ALLOWANCE 


(h) Rental allowance. (i) Allowance in 
lieu of quarters. (This allowance of 75c 
per day is authorized for an enlisted man 
on detached service where public quarters 
cannot be furnished. See par. 7a, AR 35- 
4520.) (j) Commutation of rations. 
(When rations are commuted into money, 
the money payment to a soldier is con- 


sidered compensation for services and 
should be returned as income.) (k) Trans- 
portation of officers’ families. (Transpor- 


tation furnished an officer’s family by the 
Government is considered taxable income, 
based on the actual cost of such trans- 
portation to the Government.) (1) Quar- 
ters furnished in kind within the allowance 
provided by law. (A money equivalent for 
quarters furnished in kind of the actual 
number of rooms occupied by an officer or 
enlisted man within his allowance as pro- 
vided by law should be returned as income. 


SUBSISTENCE ALLOWANCE 


(q) Subsistence allowance. (Amount 
paid for living and other expenses from 
subsistence allowance is not deductible as 
in the case of per diem allowance or 
amounts received as mileage.) (r) Interest 
on soldiers’ deposits. (s) Bonus upon re- 
enlistment and upon discharge. Payment 
for premium on a bond, when an individu- 
al is required to furnish a protective bond 
and pay the premium of such bond, as a 
necessary expense incident to his employ- 
ment, will constitute an allowable deduc- 
tion in computing his net income. 

The cost of equipment of an Army of- 
ficer is to the extent only that it is re- 
quired by his profession and does not 
merely take the place of articles required 
in civilian life. Accordingly, the cost of 
a sword or similar equipment which is 
required to be purchased and not furnished 
by the Government may be deducted, but 
articles of equipment which are purchased 
at the option of the officer and which are 
ordinarily furnished on memorandum re- 
ceipt by the Government, are not proper 
deductions under the Income Tax Law. 

On the subject of personal exemption, 
the circular reads as follows: 

“In the case of a single person, a per- 
sonal exemption of $1000; or in the case 
of the head of a family or a married per- 
son living with husband or wife, a per- 
sonal exemption of $2500 will be allowed. 
A husband or wife living together shall _re- 
ceive but one personal exemption. The 
amount of such personal exemption shall 


be $2500 


“If such husband or wife make separate 
returns, the personal exemption may be 
taken by either or divided between them. 
If the status of a taxpayer changes during 
the taxable year the personal exemption 
shall be the sum of an amount which bears 
the same ratio to $1000 as the number of 
months during which the taxpayer was 
single bears to 12 months, plus an amount 
which bears the same ratio to $2500 as 
the number of months during which the 
taxpayer was a married person living with 
husband or wife or was the head of a 
family bears to 12 months. 

“An additional exemption of $400 is al- 
lowed for each person (other than husband 
or wife) under 18 years of age or incapable 
of self-support because mentally or physi- 
cally defective who was receiving his or 
her chief support from the taxpayer on the 
last day of the taxable year. 

‘Returns should be made on or before 
March 15 of each year, and same prepared 
on Form 1 a, but if net income exceeds 
$5000 Form 1040 will be used. These 
forms are obtainable from any Collector 
of Interanl Revenue, bank or post office.” 


TIME EXTENSION 

No general extension of time has been 
granted to taxpayers residing in Alaska, 
Porto Rico, Panama Canal Zone, Guam, 
China, Philippine Islands. the Virgin Is- 
lands or in Europe, connected with relief 
work on official duty. They should file 
their returns as soon as possible, accom- 
panied by an affidavit giving reason for 
delay in filing. 

Payment of tax will be made at the 
option of the taxpayer in a single payment 
at the time of filing the return, or in four 
installments, each consisting of one-fourth 
of the total amount of the tax, as pro- 
vided in section 270 of the Revenue Act of 
1924. The first installment should be paid 
when the return is filed on or before March 
15, the second installment on or before 
June 15, the third installment on or before 
September 15, and the fourth on or be- 
fore December 15 

No income tax is to be withheld at the 
source from individuals by disbursing of- 
ficers, nor are disbursing officers requi 
to withhold from amounts paid to foreign- 
ers as laborers, interpreters and other 
similar employees whose services are ren- 
dered entirely in a foreign country, or 
from rentals paid for buildings located in 
such foreign countries. 

Disbursing officers of the War Depart- 
ment will not collect income tax either in 
eash or from vouchers; tax will be paid 
directly to the Internal Revenue Collector 
by the taxpayer.

of which indicates upon what flimsy pre- 
text the inquiry is to be conducted. It 
refers to the giving out of information 
which “might be of possible assistance to 
a foreign power in time of peace or to an 
enemy in time of war.” Attention was 
called to the fact that the only possible 
motive of the officers would be to secure 
legislation for the strengthening of the 
American Navy. . 

The British Admiralty is fully advised 
as to the deficiencies of the American Fleet 
as they have anpeared in published official 
reports from time to time. About the 
only interested parties that are in the dark 
as to the deficiencies of the American Fleet, 
are the American people. The American 
people, for whom the Fleet is maintained, 
ought to be vitally interested and informed. 
It is this to which the Administration is 
objecting, and there is no other apparent 
reason for the Court of Inquiry. 

The following is the text of the regula- 
tions: 

“No person belonging to the Navy or 
employed under the Navy Department shall 
convey or disclose, by oral or written com- 
munications, publications or any other 
means, except 9s may be required by his 
official duties, any information whatever 
concerning the Naval or official duties, any 
information whatever concerning the Naval 
or Military eager neg or forces, or any 
person, thing, plan or measure pe 
thereto, when such information might be 
of possible assistance to a foreign power in 
time of peace or to an enemy in time of 
war. 

“Officers and other persons in the Naval 
service desiring to publish articles on pro- 
fessional or other subjects may, subject. to 
the restrictions imposed in the p 
paragraph, publish the same without ob- 
taining permission from higher authority. 
All articles so published must appear over 
the signature of the writer, and a copy must 
invariably be forwarded by mail to the 
Secretary of the Navy for the files of the 
Navy Department.” 
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NAVY MAY ENTER CREW 
IN POUGHKEEPSIE RACE 


‘THE Naval Academy will have its crew 
entered in the Poughkeepsie regatta 
this June unless the annual practice cruise 
is fixed in such a manner as to make it 
impracticable for the midshipmen oarsmen 
to rejoin their ships without losing a too 
large proportion of the period of the cruise.

While the itinerary of the practice cruise 
has not been settled, it is believed that it 
will be to European waters, and it is not 
likely that it will be difficult to arrange for

ELIMINATE NAVY CHIEF 
PETTY OFFICER EXCESS 


CCOMPLISHMENT has finally been 

made by the Nayy Department in elimi- 
nating the large excess of chief petty offi- 
cers which has existed in the Navy for 
several years. 

As of November 1 the number in ser- 
vice equalled the requirements for the cur- 
rent year in that grade. The state of 
funds appropriated for “Pay, Navy,” per- 
mitting, men will be advanced each month 
to the rating of chief petty officer to meet 
the expected losses from that grade. 
Authorization to advance 101 men on the 
Bureau’s eligibility list have just recently 
been sent to the service. The ratings in- 
cluded are those in which vacancies exist 
as shown in a recent circular letter (No. 
90-24), and the number authorized to each 
rating is shown below:

BRITISH BUILD BIGGEST 
BATTTLESHIPS IN WORLD 


HE British are constructing, under the 

terms of the Washington Arms Treaty, 
the two most powerful battleships in the 
world, it was learned from authentic 
sources last week. The ships, when com- 
pleted, will be known as H.M.S. Rodney 
and H.M.S. Nelson. 

A feature of the vessels will be a main 
armament of nine 16-inch, 50-caliber, wire- 
wound guns mounted three to a turret in 
triple forward turrets. They will also 
carry sceondary batteries of 12 or 16 six- 
inch guns mounted by pairs in light closed 
turrets. There will be no main armament 
stern fire. 

The ships will be 702 feet in length at 
the water-line, have an extreme beam of 
106 feet and a main draft of 30 feet. 
They will have the standard Treaty dis- 
placement of 35,000 tons. The speed of 
two vessels will be about 21 knots. 

The main. belt armor will be 14 inches 
thick, and elaborate anti-air and under- 
water protection will be used. The ships 
will replace the obsolete H. M. S. Thun- 
derer, Ajax, Centurion and King George V.

The flyers were introduced individually 
by General Patrick, who told the reasons 
why each man was chosen to be one of 
the eight men picked to make the trip. The 
General also explained the reasons why the 
flight was attempted, and told of what had 
been learned as a result of its successful 
accomplishment. 

General Mitchell discussed the problems 
before the Air Service in its development 
as an important arm of the national de 
fense. 

A bust of Lieutenant Smith, who con- 
manded the flight after Major Martin lost 
his plane in the mountains of Alaska, was 
exhibited by Joseph A. Atchison, a local 
sculptor.

"Ee tetinaty, President Wilson had

yess that when there was demand for 
jrmy legislation he would refer the sub- 
jet to the War College for a study, with 
the inference that he would send the War 
(ollege report to Congress with recom- 
mendations that legislation be enacted to 
arry out the policy that would be out- 
lined. 

The officers at the War College worked 
throughout the summer and finally agreed 
on a report which outlined legislation on 
the lines of the original National Defense 
Act. The politicians in Congress assumed 
tiat President Wilson and his Secretary of 
War would dominate the War College, and 
a report would be made which they con- 
sidered “reasonable.” 

It did not occur to them that the offi- 
ers on duty at the War College would take 
tir task so seriously that they would 
not approve anything excepting an ade- 
quate plan. They thought that all the 
President’s Secretary of War would do 
vould be to say, “Boys, be reasonable,” 
and a slight increase in the strength of 
the Army be recommended with which they 
could satisfy the country at a very small 
expense. 

But the officers at the War College refused 
to yield to political influence. They in- 
sisted on a program that in a measure 
would give the country a sound military 
policy. It was not sufficient, as the World 
War demonstrated, but it was a great 
stride in the right direction. It was the 
fenndation upon which our present military 
policy was laid. s 

When the Democratic leaders, with the 
exception of Senator Chamberlain, learned 
of the character of the report, they rushed 
a’ hite ITouse, as certain Republican 
paders are doing now, and appealed to the 
President to suppress the War College re- 
port. The attempt, however, to suppress 
the report failed. The country became thor- 
oughly aroused. The original National 
Defence Act was passed, although it was 
not approved by the President nor the 
Secretary of War and was opposed by the 
then Chairman of the House Committee 
en Military Affairs. Senator Chamberlain, 
who was then chairman of the Senate

ment for universal military training was 
at its height and the attitude of union labor 
was in doubt, Mr. Gompers gave the writer 
an interview in which he favored univer- 
sal military training.

MOTOR REORGANIZATION PLANS 


LANS for the reorganization of motor 

transportation of the Army are being 
discussed in the War Department. It is 
being insisted, by officers who have given 
a study of the transportation system of 
the Army, that too little attention is be- 
ing given to motor transportation and that 
the lessons of the War as they effect this 
form of transportation have not been taken 
seriously. 

Attention is being called to the itipor- 
tant factor that the tise of motor trucks 
on the movement of the Army on the West- 
ern front was in winning battles. As far 
as the American Army is concerned, it is 
insisted no real effort has been made to 
organize motor transports and that the 
War Department is clinging too much to 
the old system of animal-drawn transpor- 
tation. 

One of the plone suggested calls for the 
organization of three types of motor truck 
company. One ig to bé a 48-truck company 
with sufficient capacity to transport an 
infantry brigade with all of its combat 
equipment. Such a company, it is insisted, 
could operate across the country at four 


times the speed of a cavalry brigade. In 
such truck companies an infantry unit 
could be loaded up in the evening and 


moved from 50 to 150 miles, depending on 
the character of the terrain, ready to 
disembark for battle. It would be fresher 
than a cavalry organization and at the 
same time would have a wider range of 
action, 

The second type of motor truck coi- 
pany would consist of 36 trucks to be used 
in normal supply activities, and a third 
company would consist of 24 light trucks 
to be used for special assignments. 


TWELVE TRUCK SHOTIONS 


Each company would be divided into 
a section of 12 trucks. The sections would 
be self-supporting units and could be de- 
tached and operated independently. It 
would also be possible to detach six trucks 
which would be self-supporting in a lesser 
degree than the sections. 

Companies normally would be in com- 
mand of captains with lieutenants for 
each section. By the organization of self- 
supporting sections it would be possible 
to break a company up into sections and 
attach them to other companies. The or- 
ganizations would be flexible so that, with- 
out interfering with the efficiency of units, 
they could be consolidated for the trans- 
portation of an infantry division or even 
larger units. 

The plan also provides for more exten- 
sive use of trailers in motor transporta- 
tion. Eventually, according to the advo- 
cates of the plan, the Army will be motor- 
ized, only a few animal-drawn transports 
being retained. It is evident that when 
the plan comes up officially for considera- 
tion in the War Department that a con- 
troversy between the merits of animal- 
drawn transportation and motor trucks will 
develop. 

NAVY ENGINE PROGRESS 


HE decision to equip the Chinese gun- 

boats with Diesel engines forecasts a 
further development of oil engines for the 
Navy. When the time comes to build new 
battleships under the Treaty, the question 
as to whether Diesel engines will be used 
will be a live issue. In some quarters it 
is believed the Diesel engine by that time 
will develop to a point at which they will 
be the most effective power for the capital 
ship. 


The Navy has been a pioneer in the 
Diesel engine movement. Ten or twelve 


years ago the Diesel engine was installed 
in the Maumee. It was the first large 
seagoing ship to be equipped with oil en- 
gines, and it was an object lesson to com- 
mercial ships. 


Since that time the naval authorities 
have been watching the development of 
Diesel engines with the view of eventually 
using them in battleships. It is recognized 
that the saving in the amount of fuel con- 
sumed by Diesel engines will be of great 
military value when they are available 
for battleships. 

The naval authorities are not so much 
interested in the economical feature of 
the saving, although this is an element not 
to be ignored, as they are in the increase 
of the sailing radius of war ships equip- 
ped with Diesel engines. This will mean 
much to the Fleet when Diesel engines 
should be developed to that point at which 
they cotild be used, not only in battle- 
ships, but cruisers and destroyers. 

Vhat the naval authorities are con- 
cerned about now is the reliability and 
the weight of Diesel engines. The pro- 
gress along thesé lines are absolutely es- 
sential to make the Diesel engines avail- 
able for battleships, cruisers and destroy- 
evs. However, it is confidently believed 
that these objections .can be overcome. 

According to the claims of the builders 
cf this type of engine, they have already 
been overcome and it can be demonstrated 
that Diesel engines can be developed that 
will be available for all types of war ships. 
When this is accomplished another great 
forward stride in building warships will 
be taken. 

TRANSPORT SERVICE 


PROVISION in an Omnibus Shipping 
Bill, introduced by Representative Ed- 
munds of Pennsylvania, provides for the 
taking over of the transport service of the 
Ariniy atid Navy by privately-owned Ameri- 
can ships. It provides that when American 
private ships aré available, that the Army 
and Navy shall turn over its business to 
commercial ships and discontinue’ the 
Army and Navy transport service. 
The provision is not as dangerous as it 
the face of it. Commercial 


appears on ( 2 
ships cannot furnish the service that is 
required by the Army and Navy. None 


of the commercial ships are built for the 
transportation of enlisted men with such 
comfort as they are handled in Army and 
Navy transports. Aside from this the sail- 
ing datex of merchant ships will not fit 
in with the Army and Navy program. In 
other words, it is doubtful whether com- 
mercial ships will be available under the 
provisions of the bill for Army and Navy 
service, 

NAVY OFFICER RESIGNATIONS 
ACCORDING to Rear Admiral Shoe- 
+% maker, Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, the Navy by resignations is losing 
from 16 to 20 officers per month. This 
class are all graduates of the Naval Acad- 
emy and the Admiral says that the Gov- 
ernment cannot afford to lose them. He 
attributes the resignations to a hump in 
promotion, due to 800 officers who were 
commissioned by an Act of Congress, which 
authorizes their entry into the service in 
a different class relative to age and grade 
retirement from all other officers. 

In explaining the situation to the sub- 
committee on appropriations, Admiral 
Shoemaker said: . 

“Normally, officers of the line retire as 
lieutenant commanders at the age of 45, 
as commanders at the age of 50 and as 
captains at. the age of 56. Also, in the fu- 
ture, ordinarily these officers would have 
had five years’ service in the grade of lieu- 
tenant commander prior to retirement, five 
years’ service in the grade of commander 
prior to retirement and six years in the 
grade of captain prior to retirement. 


BLOCK PROMOTION 


“TTowever, these 800 officers will each 
serve 10 years as lieutenant commander 
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prior to retirement, even though they have 
passed the age of 45 years; six years as 
commander prior to retirement, even 
though they have passed the age of 50 
years, and eight years as captain prior to 
retirement even though they have passed 
the age of 56 years. 

“These officers are older than Naval 
Academy graduates and on the same place 
on the seniority ‘list. Therefore, they 
will serve in the various grades for several 
years beyond the retirement time of Naval 
Academy graduates. This would result in 
these 800 officers filling the grade of lieu- 
tenant commander and thereafter in turn 
the grades of commander, captain and 
rear admiral. 

“Their retention on the list as lieutenant 

commander for a period of five years longer 
than the retention of Naval Academy gradu- 
ates of approximately the same length of 
service, since they filled that grade, will 
result in the prevention of the promotion 
of Naval Academy officers to the rank of 
lieutenant commander. 
_ “The outlook for Naval Academy classes, 
junior to these officers, is very gloomy, be- 
cause of the preferred status in which 
Congress has placed these officers.” 


WANT GENERAL LEJEUNE RETAINED 


HE House Committee on Naval Affairs 

took an unprecedented action in passing 
a resolution requesting the reappointment 
of Maj. Gen. John A. Lejeune as Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps upon the 
expiration of his first term of four years 
on March 4. Members of the Naval and 
Military Committees frequently go to the 
President and the Department, individual- 
ly, in behalf of Army and Navy officers, 
but it is stated that this is the first time 
that a committee has passed such a reso- 
lution. 
_ Aside from his splendid work in admin- 
istering the affairs of the Marine Corps. 
General Lejeune has taken an active part 
in public affairs in Washington and other 
places. He hag ever been ready to respond 
to a call for the participation in public 
meeting and has made a_ host of friends 
outside of the Service. This accounts for 
the interest which the Committee on Naval 
Affairs has taken in his reappointment. 


MARINE CORPS STRENGTH 


HE reduction in the strength of the 
Marine Corps, pravided for in the 

Naval Appropriation Bill as reported to 
the House, is only a part of the gradual 
reduction in the strength of the defenses 
of the country that has been taking place 
under the false economy policy of the bud- 
get. The hearings before the sub-committee 
show that General Lejeune offered to make 
a reduction of $900,000 in the cost of main- 
taining the Marine Corps, by rigid econo- 
mies, if the committee would leave the 
corps at its present strength of 19,500. 

But Genetal Lejeune’s plea for a com- 
promise and his excellent showing as to 
the importance of maintaining the corps at 
its present strength was in vain. The com- 
mittee simply demanded its “pound of 
flesh” and the Marine Corps, with its splen- 
did organization, was cut in the bill as it 
was reported. There was no recommenda- 
tion for it from the Navy Department, al- 
though it was discussed there, as has been 
previously stated in these columns. : 

It is to be hoped that the Senate will 
take a broader view of the subject and re- 
store the appropriation at least to the re- 
duced amount that General Lejeune prom- 
ised to get along with, with the Corps at 
its present strength. This is a large coun- 
try and its interests abroad are increasing 
from year to year. It needs a larger Ma- 
rine Corps to deal with situations like 
that existing in China today. Crises are 
also apt to develop at any time in Central 
America and the West Indies. 
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18T INFANTRY DIVISION 

OL. STANLEY H. FORD, Inf., U.S.A., 
who has been on duty at Fort Ben- 
ning, Ga., assumed command of the 16th 
Infantry at Fort Jay, N. Y., December 
11, under recent orders of the War De- 
partment.

At present Fort Wood is garrisoned by 
Company “A,” 16th Infantry, under the 
command of Captain Charles F’. Sutherland. 
It also contains the Army Radio Net Base 
for the Second Corps Area, all messages be- 
ing received and transmitted from this sta- 
tion relative to the War Department official 
business of the Area. P 

In the year 1841, as a protection to the 
then rising metropois, a Fort was erected 
upon the present location of the statue, and 
garrisoned by 350 men.

CRAIG IS ANNAPOLIS STAR 


HE brilliant shooting of Ken Craig, 

the Naval Academy’s long range for- 
ward, featured Columbia’s defeat at An- 
napolis on December 13, by the _unex- 
pectedly large score of 40 to 19, Colum- 
bia had developed no offensive which was 
dangerous to the fast and alert midship- 
men, and three field goals, two scored by 
Captain Wilson, were all that the visitors 
registered during the game.

ONSIDERABLE progress has_ been 

made in the development of the usé of 
phosphorous for smoke screens for attack- 
ing personnel and for incendiary effect. 
Phosphorus is one of the best all-round 
useful materials in war. It is very highly 
effective against personnel since the burn- 
ing phosphorus can be extinguished only 
by immersion in water or oil. Its effect 
on the morale of troops against which it is 


used is tremendous. The World War 
showed that those most daring of Ger- 


man soldiers, machine gunners, would not 


stand up under the fire of phosphorus 
shell. Experiments of the Chemical War- 
fare Service have shown how power- 


ful it is. It may be used on sea against 
ships to interfere with anti-aircraft gun- 
ners and for driving men under cover. 
Frequent fires in brush and slight burns 
on the decks of battle ships show that it 
has more incendiary effect than it was for- 
merly given credit for. However, its in- 
cendiary yalue in war is very slight com- 
pared with its value in attacking person- 
nel and for smoke screening purposes. For 
use in shell, airplane bombs and grenades 
it is the best of all materials for estab- 
lishing a smoke curtain. The burning par- 
ticles give continuity to the curtain while 
tis obscuring power is unexcelled by any 
other smoke material known. 


ERUHAPS the most interesting event of 
the last two years, and particularly of 


the last year, is the growth of chemical 
warfare development throughout the na- 
tions of the world. The United States 


was the first one to fully and openly recog- 
nize its standing and its value in the de- 
fense of the nation. Several other coun- 
tries started a more or less extensive study 
into chemical warfare, but kept results a 
rather close military secret. However, it 
was universally recognized that chemical 
warfare bore a very close relation to the 
chemical industry; therefore, some na- 
tions that at first did not publicly give a 
great deal of attention to chemical, war- 
fare made every effort to develop a chem- 
ical industry. The coal tar dye industry 
because of its very wide ramifications is 
most generally spoken of in connection 
with war gases; however, coal tar is just 
as intimately concerned with high explo- 
sives as with war gases.

NAVY FACTS BEING OBSCURED 
BY VERBAL SMOKE SCREEN 


HE voluminous emanations from those 

connected or interested in any way with 
the question of naval appropriations have 
served to obscure the reaily important mat- 
ters at issue. What did we give up at the 
Washington Arms Conference? What are 
we allowed to do under the terms of the 
treaties resulting from it? Is our Navy to- 
day at the strength authorized under these 
treaties? If it is not, do we or do we not 
intend to maintain it at that strength? 

These are simple questions, easily an- 
swered. They are the questions which the 
average citizen wants answered, The fact 
that other countries may be using 
so-called jingo methods to secure in- 
creased naval appropriations from their 
own people should have nothing to do with 
answering them. The fact that we have 
a large number of people in this country 
who, governed by fear, wish to have our 
policies determined by the reaction of pos- 
sible enemies and, therefore, propose timid 
half-measures, should not be considered in 
answering them. The possibility of another 
Arms Conference, with the necessity this 
time to build up a trading position such 
as we did not have the last time, should 
not influence answering them. The neces- 
sity for economy should have nothing to 
do with determining the facts which answer 
these questions. It should only be consid- 
ered as a factor in answering the question, 
Are we or are we not going to maintain 
our Navy at treaty strength? Pacifism 
should certainly be allowed no part in the 
answers. 

The authoritative table published in this 
issue of the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
shows that at the Washington Arms Con- 
ference we gave up eleven new ships actual- 
ly under construction; that Great Britain 
tore up some blue prints, and that Japan 
gave up two new ships actually under con- 
struction. Therefore, there can be no 


doubt that we made a real sacrifice which 
others did not make. 

Secretary Wilbur’s statement before the 
sub-committee on Naval Affairs of the 
House Appropriation Committee clearly 


states what we are allowed to do under the 
Arms Conference Treaties, with the single 
exception of the disputed question as to the 
elevation of our guns. This he does not 
mention. As this testimony is available 
to every Congressman, every newspaper 
man and to the public in general, there can 
be no question of a confusion of issues 
here, unless opinion other than Mr. Wil- 
bur’s is accepted. In this case, the re- 
sponsibility should be put squarely where 
it belongs, upon the Administration as a 
whole, or upon Congress, or both. 

The attempts of Mr. French of Idaho 
to dispose of the country’s justifiable doubt 
as to the present condition of the Navy 
is strongly reminiscent of the French Min- 
ister of War who declared, in answer to 
parliamentary inquiries, that the French 
Army was ready to the last gaiter button. 
As a consequence of this assurance, the 
repeated warnings of those who knew it 
was not, were ignored. Metz and Sedan, a 
few weeks after the declaration of war, 
branded him forever with a major share 
in the responsibility for his country’s de- 
feat, 

Mr: Wilbur, in his testimony, directly 
states that the ratio of the British Navy 
to the American to the Japanese is 5-4-3, 
instead of 5-5-3. That this statment is con- 
servative is the general opinion of everyone 
acquainted with the facts and competent 
to analyze them. 

The appropriations asked for by the 
Navy to brine our fleet to treaty standards 
have passed through the pruning process 
of the office of the Director of the Budget. 
As they stand before Congress today they 
are at an irreducible minimum, unless the 
fleet is to be kept below the 5-5-3 ratio. 
30th Congress and the Administration have 
more than enough testimony to support 
this statement. If they want more, they 
have ample power to obtain it. 

We gave up the naval supremacy which 
was ours. in the Washington Arms Con- 
ference. Through failure to appropriate 
sufficient funds to maintain what was left 
of our fleet we have become the second 
naval power. <A continuation of existing 
conditions will soon put us on a parity 
with the present third naval power or below 
her. Secretary Wilbur has pointed out a 
truth known to every military man the 
world over, that in the ultimate struggle for 
supremacy between great naval powers the 
issue will be determined by a battle be- 
tween the fleets of the combatant nations. 

If it is not the intention of Congress and 
the Administration to bring the Navy to 
the 5-5-3 ratio, the country should clearly 
understand this fact. They should not be 
led astray by injecting other issues which 
only serve to confuse.

SCHOOLS AND G. 8S. ELIGIBILITY 


To THe Epiror: 

‘THEODORE Roosevelt was a great 
statesman because he graduated from 

Harvard.” 

“U. S. Grant was a great general be- 
cause he graduated from West Point.” 

We don’t find sentences such as the 
above in any encyclopedia. Neither do we 
find the following: 

“Abraham Lincoln was our greatest 
pene because he never went to school 
at all.” 

It goes without saying that Harvard 
and West Point respectively were power- 
ful influences in shaping the careers of 
Roosevelt and Grant, and it is equally true 
that Lincoln would have been much bene- 
fitted by attendance at an educational in- 
stitution. I can best bring out the point 
by quoting from a recent article in the 
Outlook by Ellis Parker Butler: 

“The more a man knows, if he knows it 
usably, the better chance he has in life, 
but the man who knows a little and who 
knows how to use what he does know has 
a better chance than the man who knows 
—_ and does not know how to make use 
of it.” 

Roosevelt, Grant and Lincoln knew how 
to use what they knew and, college or no 
college, they succeeded. 

The purpose of this article is to point 
out that our present General Staff Eligibil- 
ity Law* violates the natural law which is 
indicated in the cases cited above in that 
ir assumes that the qualities essential in 
General Staff Officers are to a large ex- 
tent acquired in school. 

It substitutes for the natural process— 
the process over which the Lord alone 
reigns—a mechanical, a sort of a grist- 
mill process by which an officer enters at 
one end and comes out at the other, 
stamped as possessing the ability, vision, 
character, et cetera that make him a com- 
petent General Staff officer. Of course in 
the operation of the process there is also 
a second outlet from which exit those who 
are stamped IC, at least as far as Gen- 
eral Staff eligibility is concerned. 

I have said that our present General 
Staff Eligibility Law violates a natural 
law. Perhaps I have not yet made the 
point that it is a natural law we are talk- 
ing about so it may be well to dwell a 
little more on this phase of our subject. 

Cicero said, ‘‘Natural ability without 
education has oftener raised man to glory 
and virtue, than education without natural 
ability.” 

Gibbon, the famous historian, says, “We 
have two educations, one from teachers, 
and the other we give ourselves. This last 
is the real and only education.” 

Samuel Crother has written a most in- 
teresting and instructive essay entitled, 
“The Dame School of Experience.’ He 
takes up the great characters that the 
world has known and in each case he con- 
cludes that these men became great be- 
cause they were good students in the school 
of experience. 

We could go on indefinitely citing testi- 
mony to show that our best thinkers from 
time immemorial have clearly recognized 
the natural law which made Roosevelt, 
Grant, Lincoln and all the great leaders of 
the past. This same law is making our 
present day leaders, and will continue to 
make them as long as man is human. 

This article is not an argument against 
schools. Far from it. It is aimed at bet- 
ter schools. Its object is to clarify cer- 
tain points on what schools can and can- 
not do. If the powers and limitations of 
schools can be brought out more definitely 
such elucidation should help us in the as- 
signment of school missions, for a school 
cannot be conducted with maximum effi- 
ciency unless we give it a clear-cut, at- 
tauinable mission. 

It is generally taken for granted that 
the mission of a school is education. Now 
the object of true education is to develop 
thinking human beings. Too often we 
confuse education with poll-parrot instruc- 
tion. We think of the mind as a store- 
house—like a Q. M. storehouse with so 
many breeches O. D., laces, shoes, leather, 
et cetera, and education the process of 
transferring from books and from the 
minds of instructors so-called knowledge 
and when a certain amount of so-called 
knowledge has been transferred the stu- 
dent is said to be educated. But this stor- 
ing-up process is not education. 

Before we can have real education we 
must deal seriously with ideas, we must 
not merely receive our ideas from text- 
books and from instructors for the pur- 
pose of passing examinations, or more ap- 
propriately in our service, to get high 





marks that will win us General Staff elig- 
ibility. . 

Bearing in mind the aforesaid definition 
of real education, I submit that ip tryin 
to determine General Staff eligibility is 
accordance with our present law and by 
the process in force in our service at the 
present time, we ave (unwittingly, no 
doubt) in quest of the unattainable. We 
are assigning to schools powers which 
they do not and cannot have and at the 
same time, in failing to recognize the limj. 
tations of schools, are dealing in things 
which are not true education. 
_ We get classification rather than educa- 
tion and thereby rob a properly constituted 
organization of the War Department of 
its functions. We are apt to get results 
that may be likened to those attained by 
a hen setting on duck eggs. She expects 
little chickens and is surprised when she 
finds that the little ones swim off to the 
middle of the pond leaving her high and 
dry on shore. 


Our General Service Schools should not 
be saddled down with anything but real 
military education ; with nothing but seri- 
ous dealing in ideas that concern the Art 
of War. Even if the use of the applicatory 
method as a yardstick (and this method is 
often so used at present, though it was in- 
tended as an instructional method) did 
measure educational attainment accurately 
we would still be violating the natural law 
discussed above in that, while measuring 
accurately what a man knows, we would 
still fail to determine what a man knows 
how to use, 2

INJUSTICE 
To THe Eprror: 


HE writer of this is a lieutenant col- 

onel who retired upon his own request, 
a few months after July 1, 1922, and who 
therefore enjoys the benefits of the in- 
Greased pay granted by the 1922 Service 
Pay Act. Since retiring he has purchased 
a home and lives in a small city in the 
West. : 

Two blocks from him resides the colonel 
who was his commanding officer at the out- 
break of the World War—a man who sub- 
sequently received a general’s commission, 
and who organized, trained and commanded 
In battle a division of troops overseas, and 
received numerous citations and decora- 
tions for his work. 

This colonel retired a few months prior 
to July 1, 1922, and is therefore paid un- 
der the old pay schedule. His monthly 
retirement pay-check (a colonel’s) is ex 
actly $46.87 less than mine (a lieutenant 
colonel’s ). Nor is this an isolated example; 
it is a fair sample of several other cases 
that I personally know of that exist ia 
this community. 

There was no reason or justice in the 
legislation that brought about this situa 
tion: that it should have been allowed to 
continue until the present time—a period 
ot two and one-half years—is most unfor- 
tunate: and Congress, now fully advised 
regarding it, will be most derelict in its 
duty, if it fails speedily to enact House 
Bill 5097, already favorably reported a0 
designed to correct this great injustice. 
Let us hope that such action may be takeD 
before it adjourns for the Christmas holt 
days.

LEGAL DEPARTMENT

The Rockwood case, testing the 
whether a Major who received on June 30, 1922, 
the base pay of a Major, under the, 1908 Act, 
$3,000, which is the base pay of the fourth 
period, saved and re-established to him by virtue 
of the saving clause of the Joint Service Pay 
Act, is not also entitled to the money allowances 
prescribed by that Act for an officer receiving the 
base pay of the fourth period, will be argued in 
the Court of Claims in January. Gen. Samuel T. 
Ansell, who appears for Major Rockwood and all 
officers in the same situation, filed the Brief of 
his argument with the Court and with the De- 
partment of Justice on Thursday. In the intro- 
duction to his argument he outlined the history 
of the Pay Act, shows that it makes money al- 
lowances absolutely dependent upon the base pay 
which an officer receives, and says: 

‘“‘We beg to observe, what this Court so 
well knows, that the Accounting Officers, 
overburdened by passing upon a multitude 
of accounts, are frequently wrong, the won- 
der being, perhaps, that they are not wrong 
more frequently. The law to be applied, as 
in this case, is frequently new; questions are 
innumerable and many of them difficult; they 
arise in course of administration and are de- 
cided er parte with perhaps a_ legitimate 
leaning to the side of safety and the Govern- 
ment; officers must pass upon them without 
having had the benefit of professional pres- 
entation or time for judicial consideration. 
Naturally, these officers stumble and at times 
fall headlong into error. This, we submit, is 
what happened in this instance.’’ 

The Brief then sets up that every officer in the 
Army below brigadier general receives the pay of 
one, and only one period; that Rockwood’s pay was 
fixed as definitely, in amount and in the fourth 
period, by the saving clause as it could have been 
done by a specified provision to that effect, quoting 
Judge Story’s saying that ‘‘The intention of Con- 
gress does not break into sections;’’ that the 
Comptroller General has conceded in his opinion 
and his report to the Court that claimant does re- 
ceive the base pay of the fourth period, but at- 
tempted to say that the saving clause saved only 
pay and had no reference to allowances; that the 
Act itself, as well as the Committee reports, and 
Representative MacKenzie and others in debate, 
showed that the base pay of Major, $3,000, was 
taken as the base pay of the fourth period, and 
that, therefore, the argument of ‘‘happen so’’ had 
no place. 


The committee reports and those speaking for 
the committee on the floor of the House are 
quoted as saying as to the effect of the bill upon 
officers of this class: 

“It leaves them in the pay periods where 


they are. In other words, we have placed 
these men in the pay periods where we found 


them. A Major we leave him in the same 
pay period representing the Majors, No. 4; 
the Captain in No. 3.” 


It is conceded, as it must be, that Major Rock- 
wood receives the base pay of the fourth period, 
It follows, by fiat of statute, that he must receive 
the allowances of an officer receiving the pay of 
the fourth period. The statute mendatorily en- 
joins that the allowances of the fourth period 
shall be paid to ‘‘each officer receiving,’ actually, 
the base pay of the fourth period. 


The Comptroller General substituted himself for 
Congress when he held that Major Rockwood 
should be paid the allowances ‘‘he would have re- 
ceived had it not been for the saving clause.’’ 
The statute deals with pay an officer actually re- 
ceives and not with that which he ‘‘would have 
received’”’ were it not for the saving clause, or 
any other hypothesis. Where does one find any 
authority for paying an officer the pay of one 
period and the allowances of another? The Ac- 
counting Office’s construction violates the statute, 
its spirit and purpose, and does such injustice 
to this class of officers that, in the language of 
the Secretary of War, ‘‘Such a condition should 
not be countenanced if it can be obviated.’’ 


The Brief concludes by saying: 

“Unless the Pay Act is to be thrust aside 
and be superseded by an ill-considered ruling 
of the Comptroller General which flies in the 
face of the statute, destroys the established 
correspondence between allowances and peri- 
ods of pay, and deprives hundreds of officers 
of their just compensation, then this Court 
must sustain Major Rockwood’s claim that 
he is entitled to the allowances attached to 
the pay of the fourth period, which he is 
actually receiving, instead of the allowances 
of the pay of the third period, a pay which 
he does not receive, and can never receive as 
long as the Pay Act endures.’’ 


SERVICE OPINIONS 


1. An opinion has heretofore been given to 
this department to the effect that an officer, 
ordered to New York, thence to sail by transport 
to Manila, the route required to be taken being 
via the Canal to San Francisco; thence, after 
trans-shipment, to another transport to Manila, is 
entitled to mileage at the rate of 5 cents a mile 
from New York to San Francisco over the short- 
est usually travelled route; and a case has re- 
cently been field in the Court of Claims by Major 
E. A. Brown, A.G.O., to recover such mileage. 


2. It cannot be said in advance whether the 
Comptroller General will follow and apply to other 
like cases the decision of the Court of Claims in 
a particular case; but in view of the existing at- 
titude of that official, it is probable that he will 
not do so in any question upon which he has ex- 
pressed a determined view, in which situation 
every claimant will be required to file his own 
petition and, in form, prosecute his own claim to 
judgment, which the Court will render in ac- 
cordance with the precedent of the test case. 
Each claimant, therefore, is advised eo empower 
some attorney to bring his suit for him.

DIGEST OF GOMPTROLLER GENERAL’S 
DECISIONS 


1. Where the Secretary of the Navy ordered 
an officer to perform such travel as may be neces- 
sary between certain points within the Fourth 
Naval District, and the officer made one round 
of several places within the district and would 
be required to make several more, upon appli- 
cation for reimbursement of actual expenses in- 
stead of mileage, Held: That more than one 
journey or round trip between places was neces- 
sary to constitute travel performed repeatedly be- 
tween two or more places, and until there was 
such evidence of repeated travel, actual expenses 
could not be allowed, the ruling, however, being 
without prejudice to claimant’s right to recover 
the difference between actual expenses and mile- 
age upon showing that a second trip had been 
made. (Currier’s case, Dec, 2, 1924.) 


2. To the question submitted by the Secre- 
tary of War whether under Section 12, Act of 
June 10, 1922, officers on duty at permanent sta- 
tions outside the limits of the United States of 
North America may be considered in a _ travel 
status for per diem or actual expenses for time 
at a place to which sent for temporary duty, or 
whether for such per diem or acutal expense pur- 
poses the time spent in actual travel to and from 
said place only may be counted, Advised: An 
officer on duty at a permanent station outside the 
limits of the United States of North America who 
is ordered to a place for temporary duty of short 
duration and return, exclusive of other duties he 
is otherwise required to perform within the radius 
of his station or district, and who performs said 
temporary duty and returns, is ordinarily entitled 
to actual expenses or per diem for time necessarily 
spent at such separate duty place. An officer is 
not entitled to actual expenses or per diem at 
such separate duty place if the duty be or’ be- 
comes of such a character as to permanency or 
otherwise as to terminate his permanent station 
status and operate, in fact, as a change of sta- 
tion. (Dec. 4, 1924.) 


3. The amendment of Section 2, Act of July 
31, 1894, affects the holding of civil office by a 
retired officer under certain circumstances, which 
amendment is found in the Army Appropriation 
Act of May 2, 1923, and validates the payments 
heretofore made to said officer. (Barney’s case, 
Dec, 2, 1924.) 

4. Upon claim by an officer for commutation of 
quarters for departments from January 1, 1922, to 
June 30, 1922, and for rental allowance from July 
1, 1922, to September 25, 1922, while on duty 
at Camp Dix, N. J., it appearing that quar- 
ters were assigned himself and his family, but 
that his family did not occupy such quarters due 
to the illness of his mother, and after a short 
occupancy by the officer alone he was ordered to 
vacate those quarters upon arrival of another 
officer with his family, and was assigned to one 
room as bachelor quarters, Held: As public 
quarters were available and were assigned to the 
officer ,he cannot, by his failure or refusal to oc- 
cupy them for personal reasons, bring himself 
within the provisions of the mandatory Act of 
May 31, 1924, and claim rental allowance. 
(Kate’s case, Dec. 2, 1924.) 

5. A pay clerk of the Navy who while doing 
sea duty failed the professional examination and 
was dropped, is entitled thereupon to one year’s 
shore pay and not to sea pay. (Nash’s case, 
Dec, 3, 1924.) 

6. A claim by an enlisted man for additional 
foreign pay on temporary increase of pay provided 
for enlisted men by Act of May 18, 1917, Held: 
That in accordance with a former decision of the 
Comptroller General that foreign pay should be 
computed not upon the emergency rates but upon 
the pay provided by the Act of July 11, 1919, 
which was permanent legislation, said Act of 
July 11, 1919, had no retroactive application, and 
that prior to the date of said Act enlisted men 
were entitled to have foreign service increase 
computed only on the pay rates in effect prior to 
that date. (Driver’s case, Dec. 3, 1924.) 

7. Where it appears that an overpayment was 
caused by the failure of claimant (a disbursing 
officer of the Navy) to make notation of the date 
of an allotment when he transferred the accounts 
of certain men, Held: An overpayment due to a 
clerical error is not such an overpayment liability 
for which the disbursing officer may be relieved 
under Act of June 11, 1919, nor, if material, is 
such an overpayment one which the Comptroller 
General was authorized to credit in the accounts 
of a disbursing officer under Act of April 21, 1922. 
(McDaniel’s case, Dec. 1, 1924.) 

8. Under a Naval regulation which, in effect, 
determined that ten flights per month under 
proper detail constituted regular participation in 
aerial flights, upon the question as to the correct- 
ness of instruction for carrying into effect the 
Joint Service Pay Bill issued by the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts of the Navy, designed to 
determine the conditions under which officers and 
men are entitled to an increase of 50 percentum of 
their pay for aviation duty, the Comptroller Gen- 
eral said: The regulations and the examples set 
forth therein apparently would deprive the flier 
of increased pay for a succeeding month or months 
for which the necessary number of flights ap- 
peared. This is not authorized. 

The requisite number of flights in each of the 
succeeding months appearing, payment therefor 
must be made. The combined total has reference 
only to the month in which the condition arose of 
nonperformance of the requisite number of flights, 
and that condition not. having been cured within 
the prescribed period, it follows that for the 
month in question no increase of pay for flights 
may be made. But this does not affect the suc- 
ceeding two months in-which the requisite number 
of flights appeared. (Dec. ‘5, 1924.)

TIME-HONORED PLAN. 

The plan followed by Koretz was, in principle, 
the time-honored one plied the Country over by 
swindling «dealers in worthless securities: *High- 
grade stationery, a well-turned story that leads to 
fabulous profits paying big dividends, finely ap- 
pointed offices, and lots of bluff. After his scheme 
began to work well, Koretz says his only trouble

DOWN IN PANAMA. 

The company was called ‘‘The Bayano River Trust 
of Panama.” 

Koretz told of imaginary holdings of huge timber 
lands along the Bayano River in Panama, of the 
finding of oil and minerals on the property for 
which millions had been offered him by a leading 
oil interest. The story took well, funds began to 
pour in, offices were built up, more funds came— 
came so fast that they could hardly be handled— 
and Koretz soon had $2,000,000 and more, 


THE BUBBLE BURST. 

Then some suspicious soul conceived the idea of 
investigating the whole venture. Koretz told a 
party of the more prominent stockholders to take 
an investigating trip at his expense, When they 
reached Panama, he left Chicago Alligators and 
swamps were found along the Bayano, which was 
marked by no Koretz holdings, and with no oil. 


KORETZ AGREES WITH BARNUN. 

Upon being brought back to Chicago in hand- 
cuffs, Koretz remarked, ‘‘The only thing you need 
do is to tell a plausible story and promise fabulous 
profits, The problem then will be not how to be- 
come rich, but rather to keep people from os

1. GENERAL.—Where applicable, the provi- 


sions of paragraphs 1, 2, 4, 5 and 6 of A.R. 
140-5 apply with equal force to general officers. 

2. AUTHORIZED GRADES.—The authorized 
grades in which appointment may be made are 
those of brigadier general and major general. 
Appointments and reappointments to these grades 
are subject to confirmation by the Senate. 

3. TRANSFERS.—Applications of general of- 
ficers for transfer from the staff to the line shall 
be considered and acted upon as applications for 
original entry on the eligible list hereinafter 
provided for. Applications of general officers for 
transfer from the line to the staff shall be con- 
sidered and acted upon as applications for original 
appointment as general officers of the staff, respec-

4. GENERAL.—a. Where applicable, the pro- 
visions of paragraph 8, A.R. 140-5 apply with 
equal force to the appointment of general officers 
except as follows: 

(1) Officers of the Regular Army retired for 
physical disability shall not be appointed general 
officers of the line unless the report of physical 
examination, concurred in by the Surgeon General, 
shows that there has been recovery from the 
disability to such an extent that the officer is no 
longer incapacitated for field service, and that 
there is no condition which may cause the develop- 
ment of a temporary or permanent incapacitating 
defect in the future. 

These regulations supersede Special Regulations 
No. 43 and all policies heretofore tssued in con- 
nection therewith. 

(2) General officers of the National Guard, 
Federally recognized as such, who are appointed 
Reserve officers in the grade of general officer, 
under the provisions of Section 38 of the National 
Defense Act, shall be appointed for the period 
during which such recognition shall continue in 
effect and terminating at the expiration thereof, 
in lieu of the five-year period. 

b. Appointment will be made only when a 
vacancy exists under the procurement objective 
of the War Denartment General Mobilization Plan, 
the necessity for filling which is in the interest 
of the military service. Recommendations or re- 
quests for an annointment will specify the vacancy. 

5. BRIGADIER GENERAL OF THE LINE.— 
a. Source. Brigadier generals of the line shall be 
appointed only from persons other than officers on 
the active list of the Regular Army, as follows: 

(1) Whose names are borne on the Eligible 
List prepared as indicated hereinafter and who are 
in one of the following classes: 

(a) General officers of the line of the 
Army at any time between April 6, 1917, 
and June 30, 1919. 

(b) Colonels of the line of the Army. 

(ec) Retired or former genera! officers and 
colonels of the line of the Regular Army. 

(d) Former general officers of the line 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, including those 
appointed while Federally recognized general 
officers of the line of the National Guard. 
(2) Who are Federally recognized brigadier 

generals of the line of the National Guard and 
have successfully passed the examination prescribed 
for Federal recognition for brigadier general of 
the line. 

b. Eligible List: 
termined. 

For the purpose of determining what persons 
are qualified to be appointed to the grade of 
brigadier general of the line. a list of such persons 
shall be prepared and revised annually by the 
board prescribed in Section 4 of the National 
Defense Act to prepare the eligible list for 
brigadier generals of the» Regular Army. The 
eligible list shall be made up from among the 
following classes: 


(1) Eligibility —How de- 


(a) Persons mentioned in sub-paragraph 
a (1) above. 
(b) Officers of the line of the Army, not 


below the grade of major, excepting officers 
on the active list of the Regular Army: 

Who have graduated from the full course 
at the Command and General Staff School or 
from the corresponding schools formerly other- 
wise designated. 

Officers desiring to have their names placed on 
the eligible list may make application therefor to 
The Adfutant General. Applications shall be 
forwarded through military channels with recom- 
mendations by intermediate commanders. 


An applicant’s name shall be placed on the 
eligible list only after a thorough professional 
examination and careful consideration of the ap- 
plicant’s prior service, age, professional or busi- 
ness record, and standing in the community where 
he resides. When once placed on the eligible 
list, the name of an officer shall remain thereon 
for five years, unless sooner removed for cause 
by the board engaged in the annual revision of 
the eligible list. The name of an officer may be 
continued on the eligible list at the expiration of 
each five-year period provided that at that time 
he shall demonstrate his continued fitness by tak- 
ing and passing the practical test hereinafter 
prescribed as part of his original professional 
examination. 

(2) Professional Examination. 

(a) For the purpose of determining the 
professional qualifications of approved applicants, 
examinations shall be held once each year at the 
place or places designated by the War Department. 
The scope and date for holding such examinations 
shall be announced at least six months in advance. 
The examinations shall consist of a written ex- 
amination and a_ practical test. The written 
examination for all applicants in any one year 
shall be conducted at the same time. 


(b) In order to secure uniformity and a con- 
tinuing policy, the written examination shall be 
prepared at the Command and General Staff 


School for approval by the War Department, and 
shall be so framed as to determine the applicant’s 
qualifications to command a brigade of his own 
arm of the service in time of war, or a brigade 
of any other arm which the applicant may elect. 
The written examination may be supervised by 
one or more officers of the Army, designated by 
the commanders of the Corps Areas in which the 
examinations are to be held, but such officers may 
be other than members of the examining board. 

The written examination may be waived as 

follows: 

(1) Until July 1, 1926, in the cases of 
persons covered by sub-paragraph a (1) (a). 

(2) Until July 1, 1926, in the case of 
persons who as officers of any grade com- 
manded a regiment in battle to the satisfac- 
tion of their superiors, as evidenced by com- 
mendation for the performance of that specific 
duty in official reports. 

(3) For a period of three years from date 
of retirement or separation from the Regular 
Army in the case of persons covered by sub- 
paragraph a (1) (ec). 

(4) For a period of five years from date 
of graduation in the cases of persons covered 
by sub-paragraph b (1) (b). 

(5) For a period of five years from the 
date of examination for the eligible list or 
for Federal recognition in the cases of persons 
covered by sub-paragraph a (1) (d). 

(ce) The written examination shall be fol- 
lowed by a practical test conducted by a board of 
three general officers of the line of the Army 
designated by the War Department. Practical 
tests shall be conducted at places where the 
necessary troops are available and shall include 
terrain exercises, tactical rides and actual tests 
in troop handling, etc. Practical tests shall be 
conducted in accordance with instructions to the 
board by the War Department, specifying the 
general principles to be followed. The practical 
test mav be waived in the case of persons covered 
in sub-paragraph a (1) (d) above, provided they 
shall have successfully passed the practical test 
within three years from the date of application 
for the eligible list. 

d) The rating on the practical test awarded 
by the examining board, with the recommendation 
of the board in each case, shall be forwarded with 
the applicant’s written examination papers by 
the President of the Board directly to the Com- 
mand and General Staff School where the written 
papers shall be marked. All the papers of each 
applicant will then be forwarded with the re- 
commendation of the Commandant of the school to 
the War Department. These papers, together with 
the officers’ application and indorsements thereon, 
will be referred to the board convengd under the 
provisions of paragraph 5 b. 

(e) Whenever practicable, applicants who 
have been recommended by intermediate command- 
ers for consideration for the eligible list, who do 
not come under the provisions of sub-paragraph 
b (1) (b) above, shall before being examined be 
ordered as student officers to attend the full 
course of instruction at the Command and General 
Staff School, being placed on active duty for this 
purnose. 

6. Major Generals of the Line shall be ap- 
pointed only from persons other than officers on 
the active list of the Regular Arms: 

a. Who shall have successfully passed the 
professional examination }.rescribed by the War 
Department and who are in one of the following 
classes : 

(1) Persons who served in the grade of 
Major General of the Line of the Army at 
any time between April 6, 1917, and June 30, 
1919. 

(2) Retired or former general oflicers of 
the line of the Regular Army it any time. 

(3) Brigadier Geverals of the Line of 
the Army.

NAVY PLANE CRASH NEAR 
SAN DIEGO KILLS FIVE 


HREE officers and two enlisted men 

were instantly killed when a large 
plane attached to the Aircraft Squadrons, 
Battle Fleet, crashed in the ocean about 
a half mile off North Island, near San 
Diego. Lt. Arthur F. Thurston, U.S.N.; 
Lt. (jg.) Giachino Varini, U.S.N.; Lt. 
(j.g.) Kilburn H. Roby, U.S.N.; Fred D. 
Crull, aviation chief machinist’s mate, and 
Joseph Wieczk, radioman first class, were 
killed, and three other aviation enlisted 
personnel were seriously injured. 

The plane was of the H-16 type at- 
tached to VS Squadron 2, and apparently 
started into a left spin from about 1500 
feet, then apparently seemed to pull out 
of this spin and immediately went into a 
right spin with the nose almost vertical. 
The personnel who were killed were in the 
forward part of the plane, Lieutenant 
Varini being the pilot and Lieutenants 
Thurston and Roby acting as observers. 

Lieutenant Thurston graduated from the 
Naval Academy in 1918, and had been 
attached to the Aircraft Squadrons over 
three years, the greater part of the time 
being attached to one of the fighting plane 
squadrons. Lieutenant Thurston was un- 
married. His home address is care of his 
mother, 431 Haywood Avenue, Orange, 
N. J. Lieutenant Varini enlisted in the 
Navy in 1905 and was commissioned in 
the regular service in 1921. He has been 
attached to aviation for many years and 
was considered one of the very best sea- 


plane pilots attached to the Aircraft 
Squadrons. Lieutenant Varini leaves a 
wife residing in Pensacola, Fla.  Lieu- 
tenant Roby graduated from the Naval 


Academy in 1920 and just recently arrived 
from Pensacola, where he completed the 
training course for aviation pilots. Lieu- 
tenant Roby leaves a wife residing at 1919 
Stockton Drive, San Diego, Calif. 

A court of inquiry was immediately or- 
dered by the Commander Aircraft Squad- 
rons, Battle Fleet, to inquire into the 
cause of this most serifus accident.

ARMY PLANE COUPLES TO 
AIRSHIP IN FULL FLIGHT 


FoR the first time in the history of the 

Army Air Service, the feat of coupling 
an airplane and airship together while 
in flight was accomplished by ist Lt. 
Frank M. McKee, A.S., piloting the Army 
dirigible TO-3, and 1st Lt. Clyde V. Fin- 
ter, A.S., who piloted the Sperry messenger, 
which is a small type of ship, at Scott 
Field, Belleville, Ill., on December 15. 
This daring attachment maneuver was ac- 
complished at a speed of 53 miles an hour 
at a ceiling of 1500 feet, and also included 
the uncoupling of the two ships and the sail- 
ing away of the Sperry messenger under 
its own power. 

Attached to a frame which was placed 
over the motor of the plane was a metal 
hook, which was coupled to an appliance 
which swung from cables beneath the bomb- 
ing rails of the dirigible. As soon as the 
coupling was completed the motor of the 
Sperry was shut off and for about 10 min- 
utes the tandem dirigible-plane glided 
smoothly through the air. A few minutes 
later, Lieutenant Finter started his motor. 
released the coupling hook by a hand lever, 
and the Sperry sped away under its own 
power.

PERU PAYS COMPLIMENT 
TO GENERAL PERSHING 


‘THE highest compliment ever paid to a 

foreigner was tendered to Gen. John 
J. Pershing, head of the American Mis- 
sion to Peru, on December 16, when the 
Peruvian Army came under the control of 
the General during the course of the man- 
euvers which composed part of the official 
centennial celebration of the battle of Aya- 
cucho, according to a report. This is the 
first time in Peruvian Army annals that 
a foreign chieftain has, even temporarily, 
been in command of ‘the Republic’s mili- 
tary establishment. President Leguia and 
the Minister of War tendered the invita- 
tion to the commander of the American 
Expeditionary Forces to assume command 
of the Republic’s armed forces. 

The Peruvian maneuvers were conducted 
on a large scale and great interest was 
evinced by General Pershing in the tactical 
war games. The flower of the Peruvian 
Army. consisting of picked regiments, was 
brought to Lima to participate in the 
week’s celebration, which, from a military 
standpoint, was one of the best maneuvers 
held by Peru for a number of years.

RETIREMENT OF N. C. O. 


Brothers in arms for almost 25 years, serving 
always in the same organization and retiring 
with the same rank, is the unusual record of two 
brothers who have just been placed on the retired 
list of the Army. 

The brothers, Technical Sergeants Ben Hall and 
Green H. Hall, first enlisted in the Army in the 
114th Coast Artillery at Fort Totten, New York, 
in 1901. Completing their enlistment in _ the 
Coast Artillery, they re-enlisted in the Infantry 
with which they served until retiring. 

During their army service they participated in 
the campaigns of the Philippine Islands and 
served together in the World War. 

On the occasion of their retirement, the troops 
at Fort McDowell, under command of Colonel 
George G. Gatley, gave a review in their honor 
after which Colonel Gatley presented gold Ma- 
sonic rings, the gifts of the soldiers at Fort 
McDowell. 

The two brothers were born in Kentucky and 
later moved to Hubbard, Virginia, where their 
father, Mack Hall, is now living. 

Mastr. Sgt. Charles J. Rauner, Ord. Dept., re- 
tired from active service October 23, 1924 at 
Savanna Proving Ground, Illinois. 

Sgt. Rauner first enlisted at West Point, N. Y., 
in the U.S.M.A. Det. of Field Musicians, on Aug- 
ust 1, 1899. Upon his discharge from that organi- 
zation be re-enlisted in the Band, 7th U S Cav- 
alry, and served continuously in the 7th Cavalry, 
both as a member of the band and as a non- 
commissioned staff officer, from 1902 to 1914. 
In May, 1914, he was appointed Ordnance Sergeant, 
U. S. "Army, and served as such until July 24, 
1917. On July 25, 1917, he was commissioned ist 
Lt., Ord. O.R.C. and shortly after ordered to duty 
in France. In recognition of his eminent service 
with the A.E.F. he was promoted to the’ grade of 
Captain, which rank he held until November 30, 
1920. Upon his discharge from commission he im- 
mediately re-enlisted and resumed his pre-war 
status of Tech. Set., Ord. Dept., subsequently be- 
ing promoted to the grade of Master Sergeant. 

Sergeant Rauner had two tours of duty in the 
Philippines, being credited with nearly five years’ 
service with double time. .He was also a member 
of the expeditionary forces that served in Mexico. 

Sergeant Rauner served at Savanna Proving 
Ground about four years, during which time he 
performed the duties of Executive Assistant to the 
Commanding Officer. 

A complimentary dinner, smoker and dance was 
given at the Proving Ground on October 16 in 
honor of Sgt. Rauner. The dinner and smoker was 
a stag affair, presided over by the Commanding 
Officer, Major Lemon, and attended by all the 
members of the command, military and civilian. 
Several speeches were made in eulogy of this 
worthy soldier, chief of which was that of Major 
Lemon. As a token of their esteem and best 
wishes the members of the command presented 
Seargant Rauner with a handsome leather traveling 
bag.
